when the Planters have drawn in Hepes to elear 
fomething by their Tobacco, they have had their 
Bills proictted, the Commiodity being fcarce able 
to pay the Quecn’s Duty, Freight, and petty Char- 
ges. By this ‘tis plain, Roger, that tho’ the Mer- 
chants thould get Cent. pr Cent. by their Goods 
cutwar!, yet, if their Returns in lobaceo fcarce 
pay Cuftoms, Freight, and petty Charges, they lofe 
their capiial Stock, which demonftrates the Ne- 
ceflity of taking Care to have that Trade encou- 
ragd by the Treaty, otherwife there will be no 
Room to vent what is actually planted, which will 
force the Plantcis to betake thanfelves to fome o- 
ther Methods tor Bread, and to fupply themfelves 
with thote Manufactures they had from us, which 
fome of them have begun to do already; and of 
what fatal Coniequence that may be to the Go- 
vernment and People of Great Britain, is eafy to be 
perceiv'd, fince, as we faid before, every Inhabi- 
tant ef this Ifland, from the Queen to the Day- 
Labourer, muft tutier by it.
